Free State Transport. 

At a meeting of the Irish. Motorists’ 
Union, in Dublin last night; there was 
an interesting discussion on the. problem 
of transport in the Free State. The meet- 
ing urged the adoption of a national. 
transport policy by the Government, the 
appointment of a Commission of Inquiry 
into the allied problems of road and rail, 
and the establishment’ of a separate 
Ministry for Transport. There is no doubt 
that transport is the most important 
economic question in Irish life to-day. 
The railways are in an extremely critical 
state. They are losing on an average some 
£15,000 every week. Evidently amalgama- 
tion, which was heralded as a panacea, 
has done them no good, and the time is 
approaching when the problem of their 
future must be considered seriously by the 
Government. In the meanwhile the roadé 
are becoming more and more popular. 
Motor traffic is increasing every day. 
Traders who formerly depended entirely 
on the railways for the transport of their 
goods are now using motor lorries. Motor 
"buses ” are beginning to ply between 


}towns and villages in competition with 


the railways; they are giving. easy and 
fairly cheap access to the remoter parts 
of the country which the railways do not 
reach, and the number of private owners 
of motor vehicles has grown enormously 
during the last few years. Naturally the 
roads’ have suffered severely. The trunk 
roads of Ireland never were particularly 
good, and most of them: have -deteriorated | 
very much as a result of the heavy traffic 
of: recent years.

Britain’s Pecil. 

“The wisest. thinkers warn us that this 
is a moment of. almost unparalleled crisis 
in ovr national life,” says the Archbishop 
of Canterbury in a statement on the 
mining dispute in Britain, which he has 
‘jasned with the concurrence of the Free 
Church Council, These solemn words should 
rouse the British people to a realisation 


pot the gravity, of their peril, A week from 
Fhydas, if the’ peace-makers fail in their 
efforts, the mines of England, Scotland 
, 


ahd Wales will close down, and industries 
dependent on them will be brought to a 
ttand-still. Transport and other unions 
may be involved. Food supplhes de- 
pendent on national communications will 
be endangered. Untold distress and 
‘irretrievable disaster will fill. the land, 
even if the tremendous dislocation of 
economic Jife lasts but a single week. The 
stoutest heart may quail at the thought ol 
the resulte which would flow from a pro- 


longed stoppage. The Government's efforts 


to bring about a conference between 
masters and men were vain until yester- 
day, when an informal meeting was 
brought about by the First Lord of the 
Admiralty. Representatives of owners and 
miners camé together, and, although the 
vital issue in dispute was not tackled, 
they agreed to meet again next Wednes- 
day. Four days remain, . therefore, in 
which the anxiety of the nation and the 
good offices oí. the peace-makers may dis- 
pose the parties to the dispute to a con- 
ciliatory mood. “It is expected that’ the 
miners, at the outset of Wednesday's 
meeting,. will insist that the owners with- 
draw théir ultimatum regarding reduction 
of wages, failing which they will refuse 
to continue discussion. If the owners 


-agree, the miners will demand that the 


new wages agreement to be drawn up shall 
base the raté of wages paid on the current 
cost of living. This demand raises a vital 
principle. . If miners are to receive guaran- 
teed wages, the owners may justly require 
a guaranteed output large enough to yield 
a profit over the labour costs. To meet 
this requirement the men must agree to 
work hardér or longer so long as coal 
prices fail to yield a profit at the present 
rate of output. The suggestion has been 
made that an alternative solution will be 


-reached by which the Government will 


consent to subsidise the industry, so that 
the miners “may receive the present rate 
of wages without giving the increased out- 
put necessary to make the mines pay. 
This would establish a bad ‘principle. If 
the State is to subsidise one set of workers 
and to enable one industry to run at a

Greenwich Observatory. 

From the earliest dawn of history the 
stars have exercised a dominant influence 
over the ‘affairs of man. Travellers (from 
Ulysses to the Wise Men from the East) 
were guided solely by their light, while 
the history. of. the great figures of antiquity 
was presumed to depend on the con- 
stellation “tinder which they were 
born. Numerous observatories have been 
founded. all. over the globe for the 
study of the astronomical questions, 
but of these none can show. a finer 
record. than, the oldest of them all, 
the Royal Observatory at Greenwich, which 
celebrated’ its two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary this week. Since its founda- 
tion by Charles II. in order to refute the 
claims of a. French impostor, Le Sieur de 
Saint Pierre, Greenwich has been in the 
very front rank of observatories, a world 
authority on profound astronomica] ques- 
tions and a recognised referee in im- 
portant conventions.

CTRCUIY JUDGE AENRY. DVD. 

“* CONNER. i 

We regret to sunounce that Mr, ony D. 
Conner, K.C., Circuit Court Judge for Cork, 
died at St. Ann’s Hil) Hydropathic, Cork, 
after # tong: illness; on Thursday night. 

Judge Conner. waa.born in Manch, County 
Cork,’ in 1859, being the eldest son of Daniel 
Connér, a local landowner, and Patience, 
daughter of Henry Longfield, of * Waterloo. 
Co. Cotk: Educated at Stratford-on-Avon and 
Trinity Gollege, Dublin, he was a senior exhi- 
hitioner and gold medalist of the latter 
college. In 1882 Judge Conner was called to 
the Bar,. seven years later he ' took silk,” 
and he was appointed a Bencher of the King’s 
Tans in 1910. During his period at the Bar 
Mr. Conner had a very extensive practice on 
the Munster Circuit, and he appeared in 
some of the most notable cases. ' 

in June oí last year, when the Irish Free 
State Courts of Justice Act came into force, 
he was the first judge appointed to the Dub. 
lin Circait Court, which replaced the old 
Recorder’s Court.. From Dublin he was 
transferred to Cork, but owing to ill health 
he did not long enjoy the post. 

Judge Conner was an authority on fishing 
laws, being the author of “ The Fishery 
Laws of Ireland,” which ran into two edi- 
tions, as well as joint editor of the English 
and Empire Digest. Chancellor of the 
Diocesan Court of Killaloe and Kilfenora, and 
a member of the Representative Body of the 
Church of Ireland. - had acted for many 
years on the Standing -Committee of the 
General Synod. 

Judge Conner was twice marned—firrst to 
a daughter of the Rev. Goodwin Purcell, of 
Charlesworth, Derbyshire, by whom he had 
two sona and one daughter, and secondly, 


Richard Dowse. He was a justice of the 
Peace for the County of Cork, and in 1910 he 
contested the St. n's Green division of 
Dublin in the. Unionist interest, but without 
s 


yesterday, Deputy Judge Rosenthal made a 
sympathetic reference to the death of Judge 

nner, He said that the city and county 
of Cork had suffered a very grievous loss im 
Judge Conner’s death. During his lament- 
ably short career on the Bench he had shown 
great ability and fine lawyer-like qualities,

crisis to-day was a prospect that the coal- 


owners would agree to carry on the present 
agreement from day to day until a new 
one is reached, but the consent of the 
miners will be necessary.
